‘@ new book by Prof. Ernst Halle, called

blashing statement of Germany’s inten- 
tion to absorb Holland, first economically 
and then politically. It sneers at van 
Houten’s recent expression in magazine 
articles of the Dutch protest against the 
German idea of absorption. eC 

Prof. Halle, adds the correspondent, is 
one of the ablest of the younger prdfes- 
sors of Germany. He advocated Empe- 
ror William’s views in favor of an in- 
crease of the fleet some years ago. His 
new book is issued by the official pub- 
lishing house of the German War and 
Navy Departments. 

The correspondent thinks that Holland 
will find in the book something worthier 
of her attention than the war in South 
Africa. He also remarks that it is inter- 
esting at the presemt time, when Prince 
Henry of Prussia is in the United States, 
to note that Prof. Halle ignores the Mon- 
roe doctrine, though, says the 
spondent, doubtless the United States 
would never permit Germany to secure 
control of Dutch Guiana and the Dutch 
West Indies. 

Prof. Halle reproaches the Dutch with 
coolness toward Germany in former 
grave crises, and suggests that the com- 
bined influences of Queen Wilhelmina’s 
German Consort and the fear of Great 
Britain and the United States will open 
the Netherlanders’ eyes to the desirabil- 
ity of a closer union with Germany. Prof. 
Halle admits that the position of Holland 
at the mouth of the largest German river 
(the Rhine) is the cause of Germany's 
failure to secure naval prestige. 

A proposed naval convention and a 
@custems-and commerical union between 
the Netherlands and Germany are out-’ 
lined by Prof. Halle, who urges Holland 
to consider the fate of Spain.

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SUBSIDY BILL LIKELY 
TO PASS-THE HOUSE 


Backers in Alliance with River and 
Harbor and Irrigation Men. 


The Senate Will Probably Vote on the 
Measure Soon—Mr. Clay’s Speech 
Against It.

WASHINGTON, March 5.—The sugges- 
tion that the Ship Subsidy bill may fail 
to pass the House this session does not ac- 
cord with the expectation of persons as- 
sumed to be well informed as to the legis- 
lative programme, Nor does it accord with 
the expectations of the promoters of the 
measure, who say they have no doubt the 
bill will be acceptable to the House. 

It was the understanding here at. the 
opening of the session that the Ship Sub- 
sidy bill people, the river and harbor peo- 
ple, and the irrigationists had dnifted to- 
gether into what might be called a sym- 
| pathetic alliance, and that each group 
j counted on a certain amount of, support 
from the other two graups. The alliance 
seems to be in full force to-day, and the 
outlook for the three measures does not 
appear to have changed materially since 
the time when it was predicted that the 
| River and Harbor bill and the Ship Subsidy 
bill would get through Congress, and that 

the Irrigation bill had almost as good a 

chance as the other two. 

It is not considered probable that the 
Ship Subsidy people will be compelled to 
resort to “ bulldozing’’ in order to get 
their bill through the Hou:e, The intima- 
tion that they may have to coerce the 
river and harbor people with a threat to 
“hold up” their measure until the Ship 
Subsidy bill passes the House is regarded 
as going beyond the probabilities of the 
case, The general impression is that those 
who are interested in river and harbor 
projects do not need to be tnformed that 
help from them is expected by the promo- 
ters of the Ship Subsidy bill, and that if 
they should withhold the help their own 
measure would pay the penalty. 

It appears likely now that the Senate will 
reach a vote on the Ship Subsidy bill one 
week from next Monday. When Mr. Frye, 
in charge of the measure, endeavored to-day 
to secure an agreement for the time of 
taking a vote, that date was mentioned ug 
being satisfactory to the minority members 
of the Commerce Committee. 

Mr. Clay (Ga.) addressed the Senate to- 
day in opposition to the bill, and had not 
concluded when the Senate adjourned. He 
made a forceful and interesting argument, 
which was given careful attention by his 
colleagues. 

Early in the session the Senate passed 
the Legislative, Executive, and Judicial Ap- 
propriation bill, the second of the big sup- 
ply measures to be acted on at this session. 

Senator Clay began by making it clear 
‘that he favors an ocean mail service fully 
equal, if not superior, to the similar ser- 
vice of other nations. It should not, how- 
ever, he argued, be connected with any 
subsidy scheme. The feature of the pres- 
ent’ bill, which carried the largest appro- 


! priation, was that relative to betterment of 


the ocean mail service by the establishment 
of a number of new lines. There was pro- 
pesed an increased annual expenditure of 
$2,000,000, and yet there was nothing from 
the postal authorities to warrant the as- 
sumption that this was necessary or de- 
sired. The present foreign mail system he 
considered ample and sufficient for present 
needs, but even if it should not prove to be 
fully so, the existing law gave warrant tor 
any necessary increase. He deprecated u 
policy which had for its purpose a subsidy 
to ship owners under the guise of mail pay. 

Senator Clay devoted the main portion of 
his argument, however, to an attack upon 
the general subsidy feature of the bill. 
He argued that the low rates given by for- 
eign ships do not at all work to the injury 
of American exporters, who get the benefit 
of these low rates. Ocean freight rates are 
the cheapest in dur history, and the result 
of these low rates is seen in the great in- 
crease in American exports. 

There were only three grounds on which 
the supporters of this bill based their ad- 
vocacy of a general subsidy: First, that it 
eests more to build ships in 
States \than abroad; second, that the Ameri- 
can wage scale is higher, and, therefore, 
the cost of operating ships under the 
American flag is greater than under for- 
eign flags; third, that foreign Governments 
subsidize their merchant marine. 

Senator Clay quoted a number of au- 
thorities to prove that with the better 
methods prevailing in the shipyards of this 
country the cost of construction is no 
higher here than abroad. With regard to 
the cost of operation, he said that the 
American ship owners can and do obtain 
their labor in any ports at which they 
i touch. The American ship owners make 
! use of the cheapest labor they can ob- 
tain The provision for a_ certain per- 
centage of the crew to be American will 
not necessarily result in any material in-

After this acquisition the 
President is to complete the work begun by 
the Panama Company. The fourth section 
of the bill, however, provides that if the 
President shall be unable to obtain a sat- 
isfactory titie to the property of the Pan- 
ama Canal Company and such control of 
the necessary territory of Colombia within 
a reasonable time and upon reasonable 
terms, he shall, after securing the neces- 
sary territory from Costa Rica and Nic- 
aragua, construct a canal over what is 
known as the Nicaragua route. 

An immediate appropriation of $10,000,000 
is provided for in the bill. The limit of 
appropriation is fixed at $135,000,000 for the 
Panama route and $180,000,000 for the Nic- 
aragua route.

NEW BRUNSWICK, March 5.—An execu- 
tion was issued out of the Court of Chan- 
cery to-day directing the Sheriff of Middle- 
sex County to forthwith seize the property 
and chattels of Uriah B. Watson, James L. 
Kearny, Edward R. Pierce, Patrick J. Con- 
very, Robert N. Valentine, James T. Wat- 
son, and John G, Wilson, to satisfy a decree 
made in January last in favor of Edward 8S. 
Campbell, receiver for the wrecked Middle- 
sex County Bank at Perth Amboy, and 
against the persons named, who were Di- 
rectors in the bank at the time George M.

PHILADELPHIA, March 5.—A scheme to 
dispose of bonds representing thousands 
of doliars, alleged to have been obtained 
through fraud, was nipped in the bud by 
the prompt action of the brokerage firm of 
Dehaven & Townsend. A man named Cur- 
tis is alleged to have presented a certified 


check on a Boston banking house, on which 
he secured Government bonds and 
more and Ohio Railroad bonds aggregating 
in value nearly $20,000. He then came to 
this city and procured letters of introduc- 
tion to the banking houses of Chandler 
Brothers & Co. and Dehaven & Townsend. 
With these firms he negotiated the sale of 
the bonds. 

When selling the bonds in New York 
Dehaven & Townsend were informed by 
their representative that they had been 
bought from the Boston house with a fraud- 
ulent check. Dehaven & Townsend notified 
Chandler & Co., and the latter house 
learned Curtis had an account with the 
Real Estate Trust Company. This was im- 
mediately attached. The account is said to 
be sufficiently large to cover the amount 
paid by Chandler & Co. to Curtis...

TO BUILD A $1,000,000 TUNNEL. 


Camden and Philadelphia May Be Con- 
nected Under Delaware. 
CAMDEN, N. J., March 5.--The Camden 
and Philadelphia Tunnel Company was in- 
corporated here to-day. The capital is 
fixed at $1,000,000. The purpose is to tun- 
nel the river from Camden to Philadelphia.

STORM DELAYED TRAINS. 


Nearly All Roads Entering the City Af- 
fected by the Snow. 

The Superintendents of the railroads en- 
tering this city were almost ready to throw 
up their hands yesterday and give up rail- 
roading as a bad job. Scarcely had they 
begun to get their lines into shape after 
the high floods of the last week so that 
the trains eBuld at least get through to 
and from the West, when they were again 
threatened by disaster in the way of 
clogged switches, drifting snow, and melt- 
ing sleet. 

At first no serious trouble was feared, 
but as the day wore on without any dimin- 
ishing of the storm, they began to be 
alarmed, and when the Division Superin- 
tendents at Bethlehem, Wilkesbarre, and 
ether towns in the Pennsylvania and New 
Jersey hills began to ask for help or to 
inquire if there was no relief in sight, 
they despaired almost. 

On the New York Central the 
which had not improved over the day be- 
fore was getting to be desperate. Trains 
irom the West and Southwest were behind 
time five hours or more, The water which 
had covered the tracks to a depth of ten 
feet north of Hudson had receded so that 
it was’ hoped ‘that by this morning one 
track could be opened for traffic. Later in 
the day, however, this hope was aban- 
doned, when reports of the storm began to 
come in. 

Much trouble was experienced with the 
switches in all the railroad terminal yards. 
These could be prevented from becoming 
clogged only by the indefatigable exertion 
of scores of sweepers. Even then the trains 
had to run slow when approaching the 
yards, and the loss of time thus incurred 
caused delay with all suburban traffic. 

The Lackawanna Railroad is one of the 
few roads whose trains are running -on 
something like schedule time. Its fast 
through trains were reported subject to but 
slight delays, and it also announced its 
readiness to accept and move all freight 
offered., Its milk trains have been coming 
in from the upper part of the State almost 
on time. : 

On the Erie Railroad every train was 
from three to six hours late, and on the 
Lehigh Valley the condition was not much 
better. On the Pennsylvania Railroad also 
delays occurred of from one to two hours. 

The Long Island Railroad officials said 
there had been a little delay early in the 
day, but at night all trains were running on 
time.

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MEAT SCARCE AT NEWARK. 


Blocks on Railroads Causes Prices to 
Advance Fifty Cents a Hundred. 


NEWARK, N. J., March 5.—There is a 
serious shortage in the supply of beef and 
mutton and other meats here owing to 
washouts on the railroads between Buffalo 
and Scranton. Cars shipped here from the 
West have been stalled along the line since 
Saturday and few of the local beef men 
have received consignments since that day. 
The wholesale price of meats has gone up 
about 50 cents a hundred pounds and the 
retailers have not been able to buy as 
much as they would like. 

So far there has been no advance in the 
retail price. The local agent for one of the 
big Chicago firms said this morning that he 
had had three cars in since Friday, where 
under normal conditions he would have had 
six. Two of these came’in this morning 
and relieved matters somewhat, but owing 
to the shortage since the beginning of the 
week the demand was far greater than 
usual, so that the supply on hand was 
quickly snatched up and was insufficient to 
fulfill the demands of the retailers. 

The agent for another big dressed beef 
company said that he had received no cars 
since Saturday, where in the natural course 
of events he would have received four.

Very Heavy Fall in New York, Con- 
necticut, and Pennsylvania. 


Drifts Impede Railroad Traffic at All 
Points and the Storm, Following 
Floods, Causes Much Suffering. 


HOOSICK FALLS, N. Y.,. March 5.— 
With the danger from flood in the Hoosick 
Valley averted hardly thirty-six hours ago 
by a sudden cold snap, to-day finds a quick 
transition to snow-bound conditions with 
all the usual hardships and inconveniences, 
High winds prevail, and this part of East- 
ern New York is in the grip of a severe 
storm, which bids fair to eclipse the bliz- 
zards of Jan. 17 and 18. 

A heavy snowfall began this morning, 
and, continuing without intermission, has 
blockaded traffic in generah Trains on the 
Fitchburg Division bf the Boston and 
Maine Railroad began to run behind their 
schedules early in the afternoon. The Ben- 
nington and Hoosick Valley trolley line, 
which was crippled by the Wallomsack 
River flooding its banks, now contends 
against a heavy wet snow. If the storm 
does not subside by midnight the blockade 
will be complete. The same conditions pre- 
vail along the Vermont line and in Eastern 
Massachusetts. 


PENNSYLVANIA SNOWBOUND. 


Heaviest Fall of the Winter Ties Up 
Railroads and Causes Suspension 
of Many Industries. 


PHILADELPHIA, March 5.—With the ex- 
ception of the extreme southeastern section 
of the State the entire Commonwealth vf 
Pennsylvania to-night is in the grasp of the 
heaviest snowstorm of the Winter. Rail- 
road travel is practically tied up in many 
places, and the indications for to-morrow 
are not encouraging. 

Easton, Hazleton, and other points north 
of Philadelphia report that snow fell all 
day and still continues. To-night there are 
twenty-two or twenty-four inches of snow 
on the ground at these points. Heavy drifts 
have clésed up mountain passes, blocked 
railroads, and closed down coal mines. In 
the Northern Central section, Williamsport 
reports sixteen inches of snow. 

The storm is particularly severe from 
Harrisburg west to beyond the Allegheny 
Mountains. At Harrisburg, Altoona, and 
Bedford twenty-four inches of snow have 
fallen, with the prospects that it will con- 
tinue all night. From all points in that 
territory serious delay to railroad traffic is 
reported. The main line of the Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad is practically tied up at 
Altoona, all passenger trains being hours 
behind schedule time. s 

At the Pennsylvania Railroad offices in 
this city the information was given out 
that all trains from the West are six to 
seven hours late. Trains to the West from 
here are leaving on time. 

Streams in the interior of the State are 
still swollen from the recent heavy rains, 
and there is apprehension that further dam- 
age may result from floods. Snow, sleet, 
rain, and high winds were the conditions 
that prevailed in this city and vicinity for 
the past twenty-four hours. Snow began 
falling late last night, and early this morn- 
ing turned to sleet and later to rain. Street 
railway and suburban steam railway travel 
was more or less irregular. The telegraphic 
service, which had showed much improve- 
ment from the wreck of the recent storm, 
was again considerably disarranged. 


DEEP SNOW AT PITTSBURG. 


A Fall of Nearly Sixteen Inches in the 
City Blocked Traffic. 
Special to The New York Times. 

PITTSBURG, Penn., March 5.—Western 
Pennsylvania and Eastern Ohio have been 
suffering froma blizzard since last mid- 
night. Snow has fallen 15% inches on the 
level in this city and 24 inches in the Al- 
legheny Mountains. The local snowfall 
comes within an inch and one-half of meet- 
ing the record Traffic has been almost 
stopped on railroad and traction lines, All 
suburban service is tied up and the city 
traffic has been kept up with difficulty. 

A sudden thaw would cause another flood, 
as the melted snow would be equal to one 
and one-half inches of rainfall, and with 
the present high rivers the channel cannot 
carry it away rapidly enough. The Penn- 
sylvania Railroad managed to get through 
a few passenger trains, but it took many 
hours to get the trains switched ifto the 
yards, the Pennsylvania. limited being heid 
several hours, 

Every school in surrounding towns and 
all the country district schools heard from 
were ciosed, while very few of the city

reporting were sent home promptly, 
owing to the fear that they would be 
caught in drifts that piled up from five to 
six feet. All the craft in the Ohio River 
had to tie up owing to the wind, which at 
times blew forty-five miles an hour. The 
wind calmed to-night, but the snow con- 
tinued to fall, and two feet is expected be- 
fore morning.

STORM TIES UP COAL MINES. 
Blocking of Railroads and Injury to 
Collieries by Flood Threaten 
Anthracite Famine. 

Special to The New York Times, 
WILKESBARRE, Penn., March 5.—The 
largest anthracite coal famine suffered by 
the country in some time is made certain 
by the blizzard of to-day. For the past 
eleven days no coal has been moved from 
the anthracite region. First came the bliz- 
zard of Feb. 21, blocking the roads and pre- 

venting freight and coat traffic. 

Just as the roads were clear of this and 
getting the stalled freight through, before 
furnishing the mines with coal cars, the 
flood of last week came, tearing the roads 
up so that it would still be two or three 
days before coal could be carried east and 
west. To-day there raged a blizzard which 
in the mountains piled up drifts, smoke- 
stack high, and which it will take days to 
remove 

Even passenger traffic on the round about 
routes necessitated by the flood damage 
is stalled. The demands from dealers in 
New York, Philadelphia, Buffalo, and other 
points east and west are urgent and grow- 
ine more so each day. There is little coal 
at the mines to be shipped, even if the 
roads were opened, for so many of them 
are damaged by the flood that little work 
is being done. To-day's blizzard tied things 
up completely. 


of State by Snowfall.

FREDERICK CITY, Md., March 5.—A 
blizzard to-day and last night swept the 
Blue Ridge Mountains and the entire west- 
ern part of Maryland. The snow is fourteen 
inches deep on the level.

The first freight train over the Pennsylva- 
nia to arrive in Frederick since the high 
water reached here last night, and now is 
snowbound, The Frederick division of the 
Pennsylvania Railroad is completely block- 
aded by drifts, and all yard engines have 
been put under shelter.

THE CHINESE LANGUAGE. 


Prof. Giles of Cambridge University 
Explains Some of Its Peculiarities. 
Prof. Herbert Allen Giles of Cambridge 

University yesterday delivered the first of 

a course of six lectures which he is to give 

in Havemeyer Hall, at Columbia Univer- 

sity, under the new Dean Lung foundation. 


President Nicholas Murray Butler intro- 
duced the speaker, whose particular topic 
was ‘‘ The Chinese Language.” 

After explaining that the spoken and 
written languages of China were entirely 
distinct, Prof. Giles stated that the former 
was more easily to be acquired than French 
or German, but that a proper knowledge 
of the latter demanded a lifetime of study. 
In pointing out how root ideas are adapted 
by the Chinese to surrounding circum- 
stances, the lecturer said: 

“To express the words ‘flattery’ and 
‘treacherous’ the Chinese use the char- 
acter meaning ‘woman’ in connection with 
other characters. ‘Friendship’ is ex- 
pressed by two hands, ‘ brightness’ by the 
sum and moon in conjugation, ‘ goodness’ 
by a woman and a child, and so on. Orig- 
inally pictures, the characters have now 
become words.” 


CHINESE PROCELAINS SOLD. 


Garland Collection Disposed of by 


Trustees of the Estate. 

The famous coilection of Chinese porce- 
lains, gathered from all parts of the world 
by the late James A. Garland, formerly 
Vice President of the First National Bank, 
was sold on Tuesday aftérnoon by the 
trustees of the Garland estate to Duveen 
Brothers, art collectors gf 302 Fifth Ave- 
nue. The sale was private, and according 
to an agreement between the parties the 
consideration was not made public. The 
collection, however, which is the finest of 
its kind in the world, and probably could 
not be equaled, is valued at about $1,000,000. 

For the past seven years the collection 
has been loaned to the Metropolitan Mu- 
seum of Art, where it is displayed in seven- 
teen gases. It comprises nearly 1,500 pieces, 
each"bne of which is a treasure in its way. 
Since Mr. Garland’s death, a year and a 
half ago, the collection has remained at the 
Museum. Henry Duveen stated yesterday 
that his firm had no intention of yemoving 
it at present, and that noearrdngements 
concerning the disposition’ of it had yet 
been made. 


PRESERVE THE FORESTS. 
J. J. Meltatver aieaaiiite Wholesale 
Lamber Dealers in Chicago.

CHICAGO, March 5.—An organized effort 
on systematic lines for the preservation of 
the forests of the country was urged by 
General Counsel J. J. McKelvey of New 
York at the annual convention of the Na- 
tional Wholesale Lumber Dealers’ Associa- 
tion which opened this morning. 

* Forest culture and preservation so far,”’ 
said Mr. McKelvey, “has been theoretical 
rather than practical, and it cannot be said 
that. the results have been of any great 
value. A few rich men have taken the 
matter up as a sort of hobby, but their 
efforts have not been directed in the com- 
prehensive, systematic way that is neces- 
sary for practical results, There is a great 
need for organized work along this line by 
the lumbermen of the country.”

ALBANY, March 5.—When Senator Plait 
came to Albany the question on the lips 
of all of the Republican politicians was, Is 
Odell to have a renomination? This ques- 
tion was answered by Senator Platt, who 
informed one of his iieutenants in the Sen- 
ate that Odell would be renominated. The 
phrase which the Senator is said to have 
useGd in connection with his prediction of 
Odell’s renomination was, ‘‘ There is no one 
else in sight.” 

To-night the politicians were worried over 
another question. This question was, Will 
Odell take a renomination? A remark 
made by Gov. Odell himself is responsible 
for uncertainty upon this point. Friends of 
the Governor, who have conversed with 
him say he is not sure that he wants a re- 
nomination. He has been told, it is said, 
that he can have it if he wants it. He has

He realized 
that men who have been pretending to be 
his friends haye been secretly trying to 
undermine him, but he has not worried 
about it because he was Indifferent about a 
renomination. He is not in love with his 
place. 

“The anxieties to which he has been 
subjected have run him down physically 
and at the end of the session of the Legis- 
lature, it is his intention to take a trip 
somewhere to recuperate. He will remain 
away until he has built himself up again 
to his usual robust state, and if any of the 
politicians care to work up booms for other 
candidates while he is away he will not 
concern himself about their activity.” 

There is another reason why the Gov- 
ernor is not striving for a renomination. 
He has realized for some time past, it is 
said, that conditions in the State were 
growing less favorable to the Republicans 
than they were two years ago. Half a 
dozen Republican officials in Erie County 
are under a cloud for wrongdoing. Some 
of them have been indicted. The Guden 
scandal and the,continued absence from 
the country of Michael J. Dady, a Repub- 
lican .member of the Board of Blections, 
are admitted not to have helped the Re- 
publican chances in Kings County. Then, 
too, there is the prospect of the New York 
Democrats and the State Democracy get- 
ting together since the abdication of Rich- 
ard Croker, 

All these things the Governor has jdis- 
@ussed with his friends. In the country he 
believes he is stronger than ever because 
or the practical abolishment of the State 
tax, but he regards the conditions in the 
populous Counties of New York, Kings, and 
Erie distinctly less favorable to the Re- 
publicans. 

Regarding the situation in this light he 
is perfectly willing that Senator Platt 
should try to elect another man if he so 
desires. In brief, the political situation 
which has developed since Senator Platt’s 
visit to Albany is not whether Senator 
Platt will give Gov. Odell a renomination, 
but whether he can induce the Governor to 
take a renomination.

No Effort to Stop Election Frauds 
in Second District. 


Changes in Primary Election Law Rec- 
ommended in His Annual Report— 
Work During the Year.

ALBANY, March 5.—State Superinten- 
dent of Elections John McCullagh in his 
annual report, transmitted to the Legis- 
djature to-day, says that the most flagrant 
violations of the law at the primary elec- 
tion of 1901 were in the Second, Seventh, 
and Thirty-second Assembly Districts in 
New York County. 

In the Second District nearly 2,700 regis- 
tered as newly enrolled voters. The pri- 
mary election in that district, says Mr. Mc- 
Cullagh, was one of the most disgraceful 
ever held, the fight being. between the 
Foley and Divver factions, and bribery, in- 
timidation, and violence being prevalent 
Without any effort being made by the 
police to prevent it 

Gross frauds were discovered in 
Seventh District, but no frauds were actu- 
ally attempted at the election. Disgraceful 
also enacted in the Thirty- 
where the Ryan-Frawley

fight was on. 
The primary election law, in the judgment 
of Superintendent McCullagh, should pre- 
scribe a longer period of residence in an 
Assembly district than thirty days for per- 
sons desiring to participate in a primary 
election. Persons desiring transfer from 
one district to another should be subject to 
identification at the time of the transfer. 
For the registration and election of 1901 
the Superintendent had 558 Deputies, a re- 
duction of 212 as compared with 1900, which 
he declares seriously embarrassed his 
work. Special attention was given to lodg- 
ing house registration, and the number of 
alleged hotels in the metropolitan district 
showed a large reduction as compared with 
former years. The vote from these hotels 
showed a reduction of 371 in New York and 
Kings. Owing to the lack of Deputies, 
many fraudulent names were registered and 
voted on, the total reaching over 8,000, 
Superintendent McCullagh, criticising the 
conduct of the Police Department M en- 
forcing the election law, says: _ 
“The value of police supervision of elec- 
tions is shown by the fact that since the 
organization of this department not a single

person has been convicted of a violation of 
the election law by the police authorities.’

‘*‘ Notwithstanding the district is nominal- 
ly Democratic by nearly 4,000, Mr. Lessier 
made a remarkable canvass, and despite the 
liberal use of money by the friends of Mr.

FISCAL “AGENT AS HEAD 


OF STATE CHARITIES 


New Office to be Created by Bill 
Recommended by Gov. Odell. 


ere 
Pleasure Introduced Will Change Con- 
trol of Finances, but Makes Few 
Alterations in Old Law. 


) Special to The New York Times. 


ALBANY, March 5.—The new State 
Charities bill was introduced in the Senate 
and Assembly to-day. The only material 
change which the enactment of the bill will 
make in the existing system will ‘be to 
transfer the supervision of the finances of 
State institutions from the Controller's of— 
fice to a new official, who is to be known 
as “ Fiscal Agent,” and whv is to receive 
8 salary of $4,000 a year. 

The provisions of the bill had not been 
known more than two hours, when an ap- 
plication for appointment as Fiscal Agent 
had been made to the Governor. The ap- 
Plication was on behalf of Major George W. 
Hobbs, who is the present head of the 
Charities Bureau in the Controller's office. 
The appointment of Mr. Hobbs is being 
urged by a number of influential Republic- 
an politicians, among whom is William 
Barnes, Chairman of the Legislative Com- 
mittee of the Republican State Committee. 

Gov. Qdell, in speaking of the bill to- 
night, said that it was designed to do all 
that he had desired. The only eriticism of 
the conduct of the State charitable institu- 
tions, the Governor said, was with regard 
to their financial management. In _ all 
other respects\it was admitted that there 
Was much reason for praise and little 
ground for complaint. 

“If the bill introduced to-day becomes 
a law,"’ said the Governor, ‘‘ there will be a 
check upon all expenditures, which will in- 
sure economy. That is all that I have been 
aiming to aecomplish. The charge that I 


was seeking to control the patronage of the 
institutions was nonsense. _All | ask is 


that the State's money shall not be wasted, | 


as it has been in the past management of 
these institutions.”’

Gov. Odell and the Committee of Five when 
the first draft of the bill was under con- 
sideration, it was stated that the State 
Beard of Charities had no objection to the 
supervision of the finances of the institu- 
tions being made as rigid as was desired. 
This has been the State Board's position 
trom the beginning of the controversy. Con- 
sequently, as the bill introduced to-day has 
no other purpose than a more strict ac- 
counting of the manner in which the State’s 
money is expended, the members 
State Board have no criticism to offer. The 
measure is likely to have an easy course 
through the Legislature. An effort will be 
made to push it as rapidly as possible. 

The bill in addition to creating the office 
of “ Fiscal Agent’’ at a salary of $4,000 a 
year, to be appointed by the Governor, 
with the consent of the Senate, for the 
term of five years, who shall receive the 
salary stated and his actual and necessary 
expenses, provides that the new officer is 
to have an office at the State capital and 
may employ a secretary, a stenographer, 
and such other employes as may be needed. 
His duties are that he shall visit each in- 
stitution at least twice a year, examine 
into the conditien of the buildings, grounds, 
and other property, and particularly as to 
its financial management. He may appoint, 
in his discretion, a competent person to ex- 
amine the books or accounts of any insti- 
tution under his charge. He shall make an 
annual report to the Legislature, and a 
semi-annual report to the Governor. The 
Governor may at any time remove the fis- 
cal agent on charges after a jhearing, and 
his power of removal is also extended to 
the Superintendent or the steward of any 
other institutions. 

The powers of local managers as to the 
appointment of the Superintendent and 
steward of each institution are not abridged 
by the bill, the Governor acceding to the re- 
quest of the State Board of Charities to ai- 
low them to retain the power of appoint- 
ment. As to the purchase of supplies. how- 
ever, while the steward of each institution 
is to be allowed, under the direction of the 
Board of Managers, to make contracts, 
such contracts must be approved by the 
fiscal agent. The bill creates a “ Building 
Board,”’ consisting of the Governor, the 
President of the State Board of Charities, 
and the State Controller, and no improve- 
ment, repairs, or new buildings shall be 
carried on without the approval of this 
board. The power of estimate is taken 
away from_the Controller’ and lodged in 
the fiscal agent. The Elmira Reformatory 
is, included among the charitable institu- 
tions.

| ation Counsel Rives,’ said Mr. Greatsing- 
| er, “‘that the plan submitted to him was 
| the plan proposed by the Board of Expert 
| Engineers, and was not the Martin plan 
| approved by Commissioner Shea, and now 
in the hands of the Board of Estimate and 
Apportionment. 

“Of course the opponents of any prac- 
ticable plan of relief, or the opponents of 
any facilities for increasing Brooklyn's 
growth, will attempt to misinterpret Mr. 
| Rives’s opinion. But, having found out 
from the Corporation Counsel what cannot 
be done under the McCarren act, let us 
now go to work and put into effect that 
portion of the Martin plan, which is an ex- 
tension of the bridge and an improvement 
of its terminal! facilities.’’ 

Ex-Corporation Counsel William J. Carr 
of the law firm of Carr & Grout, Brooklyn, 
when asked to comment on Mr. Rives'’s 
opinion, replied: , 

“The McCarren act cannot be said to be 
unconstitutional in any sense and I ao not 
understand that Mr. Rives says that it is 
so. Nothing in the opinion would conflict 
with a proposition to extend the bridge 
railroad tracks down Centre Street to 
| Worth Street or a point beyond, provided 
that the extended tracks were used solely 
as part of the bridge railway system, either 
for switching or for the purpose of enabling 
passengers to enter upon the bridge railway 
system at those points. The title of the 
McCarren law is most comprehensive in 
terms and would easily cover such a plan.”

BILLS UP FOR HEARING 


City Representatives Argued for 
Fixed Date for Change in Power. 


Measure Giving the New York Central 
Rights Over Streets in Acquiring 
Terminals Was Opposed. 


Special to The New York Times. 


ALBANY, March 5.—When Mayor Low’s 
letter to Chairman Bedell of the Assembly 
Railroad Committee was read at to-day’s 
hearing before the committee on the bill 
introduced by Mr. Wainwright to compel 
the change of motive power in the New 
York Central Railroad's Park Avenue tun- 
nel from steam to electricity, and the 
Bedell bill, granting to the railroad com- 
pany the right to acquire additional ter- 
minal facilities, there was a eolloquy be- 
tween Chairman Bedell, Assistant Corpor- 
ation Counsel Whitman, and Ira_A. Place, 
the counsel for the New York Central Com- 
pany, as to what was the Mayor's position. 

“He is with all of us,’ said Mr. Wain- 
wright, and there was general laughter. 
The misunderstanding arose from the fact 
that the Mayor, in his letter, said that the 
communication which he had received from 
the New York Central Directors seemed to 
him to furnish a good foundation for the 
waiving of a fixed date for the change, and 
in the next sentence said he was unwilling 
to change his attitude favoring Mr. Wain- 
wright’s bill, which provides for a fixed 
date until he had conferred with Mr. Wain- 
wright. Mr. Whitman said that he, had 
conversed with Mayor Low in the morning 
over the long-distance telephone. 
or, he said, was confident that the commit- 
tee would postpone action upon the two 
bills. The Mayor's position was that he 
would not withdraw his support from the 
Wainwright bill until a definite agreement 
had been reached with the New York Gen- 
tral management which would be satisfac- 
tory to all concerned. 

Senator Mills was the first speaker at the 
hearing. He was opposed to allowing the 
Railroad Commission the power to say 
when the change from steam to electricity 
in the tunnel should be made. Mr. Wain- 
wright presented to the committee a sub- 
stitute for the bill pending before the com- 
mittee. «The substitute measure fixed the 
date when the change should be made at 
Jan. 1, 1905. It also added a new section 
providing that the Railroad Commission 
might permit the continuance of the use of 
steam in the tunnel for a limited period, 
not exceeding six months, if it should ap- 
pear to the commission that such an ex-, 
tension Was necessary. 

Assistant Corporation Counsel Whitman 
said that in view of the prespect of an 
agreement between the city authorities and 
the New York Central Directors with re- 
gard to the change in the motive power 
used in the tunnel he did not care to make 
any further argument upon Mr. Wain- 
wright's bill at this time. He wished, how- 
ever, to enter the protest of Mayor Low 
and the city authorities to the Bedell bill. 
Speaking on the propositions contained in 
the Bedell bill, Mr. Whitman said: f 

“The bill empowers the Railroad Com- 
mission to decide what streets are to be 
opened and what are to be closed. This the 
city will never agree to. The whole scheme 
is utterly opposed to what the city has been 
striving for—namely, a moderate control 
over and ownership of public utilities. It 
the railroad company is to use any part of | 
our streets, it should be only upon such | 
terms as we are willing to agree to.” 

Everett P. Wheeler spoke for the Park 
Avenue property owners. Mr. Wheeler said 
there was no difference of opinion as to the 
desirability of having a change of the mo- 
tive power used in the tunrel from steam to 
electricity and it would be better to have a 
bill which would provide for this change 
without a date being fixed than not to have 
any bill at all. Mr. Wheeler continued: “I 
have a report of the Pennsylvania Railroad 
Company, made a few days ago, in which 
it is set forth that the engineers of. the 
company consider that it would be perfect- 
ly feasible to operate electric motor cars in 
the new tunnel which it is proposed to 
build under the North River. The rapid 
transit company shortly will complete 
twenty-one miles of tunnels in the City of 
New York in which electricity will be the 
motive power. The thing~-can be done, 
therefore, and the New York Central Com- 
pany ought to be compelled to do it within 
a reasonable time.” 

With regard to the Bedell bill Mr. Wheel- 
er said the local authorities should be left 
free to deal with the matter of condemning 
streets. He added that the Rapid Transit 
Board was much more competent to deal 
with the New York Central Railroad in ef- 
fecting the proposed change of power than 
the Railroad Commission would be, because | 
the Rapid Transit Commission had a staff 
eof electrical engineers which had no supe- 
rior in the country. 

Mr. Place presented to the committee the 
views of the managers of the New York 
Central on the proposed legislation. He | 
asserted that if the Legislature said to the 
railroad company that this change must be 
made by a certain time then the Legislat- 
ure must share in the responsibility of | 
whether it was done well or ill, safely or 
unsafely. In reference to Mr. Wheeler's 
suggestion that the Rapid Transit Com- 
mission was better equipped to supervise 
the change than the Railroad Commission 
Mr. Place said: ** We want nothing more to | 
do with tunnels or tunnel men.” 

Of the contention that the authorities of 
New York should have the right to say on 
what terms the railroad company should 
condemn property necessary for the change 
in power which the company is to make | 
Mr. Place said: “‘In the case of the Penn- 
sylvania Railroad that company is seeking 
a new and a valuable franchise. It is no 
more than right that the city should “be 
able to say to the company: ‘ Here are our 
terms; take them or leave them.’ In the 
case of the New York Central that com- 
pany is being asked to expend millions of 
money for the public good. It is to be com- 
pelled to make the improvement within a 
certain time. and yet it is to be allowed no 
freedom to accomplish what is demanded 


of it.” 

Chairman Bedell of the Assembly Rail- 
road Committee to-night sent a letter to 
Mayor Low informing the Mayor that 
whatever propositions he had “to submit 
with regard to the Park Avenue tunnel 
must be submitted by Monday night. 
is my intention,’’ said Mr. Bedell, “‘ to call 
an executive meeting of the Railroad Com- 
mittee after the session Monday night to 
decide what action the committee will take 
with regard to legislation to make the Park 
Avenue tunnel safe. It is getting too late 
in the session for further delay."

TWO STARS AT THE OPERA. 


The second evening of the last week of 
the season at the Metropolitan Opera 
House, which was last evening, was de- 
voted. to the third performance of “ La 
Fille du Regiment,” and the fourth of 
*“ Cavalleria Rusticana.’ The former was 
made delightful by the presence of Mme. 
Sembrich as Marie, while in the latter 
Mme. Calvé appeared once more as San- 
tuzza. With such attractions as these in 
the house, and the season on the wane, the 
contrary behavior of the elements had lit- 
tle effect on the general public. Some of 
ihe boxes were not occupied, but most of 
the seats were, and what used to be stand- 
ing room, but now plain chair room, 
contained many interested listeners. 

It does not seem to be necessary at this 
time to repeat what has already been said 
in regard to the charming perfomance of 
“La Fille du Regiment” given at the 
Metropolitan Opera House. The auditorium 
is certainly too large for the effective em- 
ployment of dialogue, while facial expres- 
sion is quite lost to all save the occupants 
of seats near the stage. Yet much that 
reaches the furthest corners of the yawn- 
ing space remains. The applause and 
laughter which accompanied the perform- 
ance last night proved conclusively that 
not the whole significance of the little work 
was lost on the audience.

REFUSED TO MOVE. 


For Five Hours He Defied His Driver. 
and at the End of that Time He 
Was Frozen in. 

For five hours yesterday evening a balky 
horse blocked the traffic about the corner 
of the Imperial Hotel, at Thirty-second 


Street and Broadway, and finally, when he 
did conclude to move on, he was unable to 
budge, because his feet had frozen to the 
pavement. They were pried loose with a 
crowbar. 

About 4 o'clock a wagon belonging to 
John T. Stanley, a soap manufacturer at 
Thirtieth Street and North River, to which 
was hitched a pair of brown dray horses. 
was driven up to the Thirty-second Street 
entrance of the Imperial. After some soap 
was delivered and a load of barrels of ref- 
use grease taken on, the driver started to 
return to go to North River. The team had 
almost reached Broadway when the off 
horse, Stanley, refused to proceed.

IMMIGRANT BRINGS SUIT. 


Basile Manolin, who has been detained 
as an alleged embezzler at Ellis Island 
since his arrival at this port on Feb. 28, 
when he is said to have made a confession, 
yesterday commenced suit in the United 
States District Court against the German 
Consul General, Carl Buenz, and Vice Con- 
sui Rudolph Franksen and Thomas Fitchie, 
United States Commissioner of Immigra- 
tion, to recover $15,332. Papers filed by his 
counsel, Black, Olcott, Gruber & Bonynge, 
states that the defendants forcibly took 
this amount of money from Manolin “ and 
converted it to their own use.”’ 

Ex-Gov. Black, of the law firm, said yes- 
terday that Consul General Buenz had re- 
ceived a dispatch that one Basile Manolin 
had embezzled $12,000 from an institution 
in Roumania, and that when his client ar- 
rived Commissioner Fitchie took the money 
from him by force and turned it in to the 
German Consulate, which, Mr. Black con- 
tends, was highly irregular. 

Deputy Commissioner of Immigration Ed- 
ward F. McSweeney said last night that 
Manolin arrived with a woman named De- 
borah Drechsler, and that the authorities 
had had notice that he had absconded with 
the funds of Christ Hospital, Jaffy, Rou- 
mania, where he had been employed as 
cashier to the Executive Board.

Yet such is unquestionably 
the case, and day after day the achieve- 
ments of the bureau have been such as to 
delight its intelligent critics and to con- 
found all others. Not once since the storms 
began*has théete been an error of appre- 
ciable importance. Precipitation and tem- 
perature alike were foretold for each nat- 
division of the country, exactly what 
the different rivers were going to do was 
correctly announced, and the seaboard 
population have not once been caught un- 
prepared by the winds and waves. They 
have not been, that so far as they 
heeded the Weather Bureau’s warnings. 
Everybody in the country has profited, di- 
rectly indirectly, by this magnificent 
service, which costs so little and accom- 
plishes so much. And yet the bureau, deal-

Brooklyn Politician Said to Have Left 
$200,000 in Debts. 


When John J. McGarry, a well-known pol- 
iticilan Brooklyn, died at his country 
home, at Lawrence, L. I., on Feb. 22 it was 
believed generally that he had left an es- 
tate worth at least $250,000. Facts that 
came to light yesterday that he 
died insolvent and had involved his mother, 
who had indorsed numerous commercial 
papers for him. Persons prominent in fi- 
nancial institutions in Kings County assert 
that he indebted to Brooklyn banks 
and trust companies as follows:

Under 
certain circumstances their duty would be 
to fight such a section with all their power 
and energy. Sir Henry said he had been 
assured, however, and he was ready to be- 
lieve, that this new section of the party 
wus working on parallel lines and for iden- 
ticul objects.

Sir Henry denied that any personal dif- 
ferences were responsible for the split in 
the party. 

Referring to South Africa, the speaker 
said the war was only a transient inter- 
lude—after the war ended the great ques- 
tion would come. He concluded by declar- 
ing that the only solution of the South 
African and Irish questions would be gov- 
ernment by the assent of the governed.

A REVOLT IN SERVIA. 


Alleged Relative of Prince Karageorge- 
vitch Loses His Life and His 
Followers Are Arrested. 
BELGRADE, March 5.—An extraordinary 
aticmpt to start a revolution was made 
this morning at the frontier town of Sha- 
bats, (on the Save, fifty-six miles west of 
welgrade) by Alavantics, an alleged relative 
of Prince Karageorgevitch, the pretender to 
the throne. The only result was that Ala- 
vantics was killed and his adherents were 

arrested. 

Alavantics, with a handful of followers, 
arrived at Shabats from Mitrowicz (on the 
Austrian bank of the Save) wearing the 
uniform of a General in the Servian Army, 
and called to the frontier guard to follow 
him. The guard, not suspecting that any- 
thing was wrong, accompanied the sup- 
posed General to the town hall, where Ala- 
vantics ordered the men of the Fire De- 
partment to join him. The motley proces- 
sion proceeded to the gendarmerie barracks, 
where Alavantics paraded the gendarmes. 
Two of the latter, however. whose suspi- 
cions were aroused, escaped and informed 


their commander, Capt. Nikolics, of what 
was going on. Nikolics, when he arrived 
on the scene, called on Alavantics to pro- 
duce some document as authority for his 
actions, whereupon the would-be revolu- 
tionist leader fired a revolver at Nikolics 
and slightly wounded him.

alarming extent 

Several members of the Cabinet were 
enlled on to-day by Messrs. Tawney of the 
Ways and Means Committee, who has pro- 
posed the rebate plan, and Morris of Min- 
nesota, who also has proposed a plan dif- 
tering from that of Mr. Payne. Subse- 
quently it was asserted that three mem- 
bers of the Cabinet—Postmaster General 
Payne, Secretary Shaw, and Secretary Wil- 
son—were hopeful of seeing a solution of 
the problem which would not endanger any 
Américan industry. This was construed by 
some to show a division in the Cabinet, but 
it was stated by those conversant with the 
situation that such a construction is un- 
warranted.

“Within the last third of a century I 
have crossed the customs boundaries of the 
and several other coun- 
times, and certainly at 
crossings the statement 
that my baggage contained no property 
to duty was acceputed without 
question. Here our regulations, the embodi- 
ment, I suppose, of exceptional wisdom of 
our own peculiar American sort, compel the 
puzzled stranger landing upon our shores 
to sign a statement that he has no dutiable 
belongings to declare, and then as soon as 
he lands he discovers the hired agents 
the Government busily engaged in trying 
to prove him to be a liar. This way of do- 
ing our Nation's business is, to say the 
least, bad manners,.and clearly indicates 
that a long line of great officials, aided by 
possible super-wise lawmakers, have not 
been blessed with any particular amount of 
confidence in the veracity of their ‘ fellow- 
citizens’ to tell the truth. 

‘Taking it for granted that our Govern- 
ment is sorely in need of ail the funds it 
can procure for current expenses, and that 
the pressure upon the National Treasury is 
the cause of the continuance of the ex- 
periment, which in many directions has 
brought us into contempt, would it not be 
advisable to deduct just a little from some 
of the annual appropriations which go into 
the capacious maws of our numerous cash- 
absorbing camels, and by so doing give the 
inoffensive, much-searched-for baggage 
gnat a vacation? 

“ How would it do to have a law enacted 
which would take a mere drop-in-the-buck- 
et amount from the yearly unprecedented 
gigantic pension steal?

RAIDS | CASE AGAINST PATRICK IN. 


DISCUSSING BIG 


Arrest of Policemen May Be the 
First Warning. 


Blackmail, Says Mr. Jerome, Still Goes 
into Official Hands—Commissioner 
Partridge Defines His Attitude. 


There was a conference yesterday in the 
office of the District Attorney between 
(Mr. Jerome and Superintendent McClintock 
of the Society for the Suppression of Crime. 
'The proposed wholesale raid of disrepyuta- 
ble Raines law hotels was discussed. The 
‘District Attorney and Superintendent Mc- 
Clintock refused to say what decision they 
had reached. It was learned, however, 
that in addition to the proposed wholesale 
raids on evidence that might indict every 
Police Captain in New York, there would 
be trouble for policemen patrolling posts 
jwhere it is known positively that the law 
fis constantly being violated. 

According to information, which was not 
confirmed by the District Attorney, and 
'which Mr. McClintock refused to discuss, 
the first warning of the raids will be the 
arrest of a number of policemen. The 
charge against them will be neglect of duty. 

Evidence of excise violations continues 
to accumulate in the District Attorney's 
office. Assistant District Attorney Lord is 
in charge of the sworn statements of wit- 
messes and of the preparation of the cases 
to be submitted to the courts after the pre- 
liminary examination of prisoners by the 
City Magistrates. The evidence obtained is 
classified according to precincts. 
' District Attorney Jerome does 
tate to say that blackmail is 
tributed among the police force by the 
‘keepers of saloons, gambling and disor- 
lderly houses. He however, that the 
evil is not as bad as it was. He is sure, he 
declares, that it will be stopped after the 
administration has gone through the pre- 
liminary fire of criticism of those who 
lvoted for the Fusion ticket and thought 
that the result of the election in itself 
would purify the city. ; 

Police Commissioner Partridge yesterday 
laughed at a report that his resignation 
had been accepted by the Mayor and that 
he would be succeeded by Capt. Goddard of 
the Anti-Policy League. é > a 

“If I wrote a resignation,” he said, “it 
was in my sleep. I might have done that, 
but I don’t think that I did. There is no 
Inotepaper in my bedroom, and there.is no 
wallpaper missing which I might have 
scraped off to write the resignation on. 
The story is absurd. When the Mayor 
wants my resigrfation he knows that he can 
have it, and he has not intimated that he 
wants it. ; 

“There is nothing but the most perfect 
harmony between the offices of the Dis 
trict Attorney and the Police Commissioner. 
lAs to the reported agreement between us 
on the excise cases I naturally cannot talk. 
The District Attorney refuses to do this, 
and so do I : a 2 ~ 

‘There is no change in my policy in wie 
jadministration of the police from my 
original and published purpose. I want 
the police to begin with those things which 
do the most damage to society, enforcing 
all laws as well as they can be enforced, 
but ridding us of the worst offences first. 
I am doing the best I can You must re- 
member that I came in here to work wiih 
such tools as I had Some are dull and 
some are rusty. It takes longer than two 
jmonths to discard the useless tools. 

Further questions as to what he meant 
to do in harmony with the District At- 
torney, the Society for the Prevention of 
Crime, and the Anti-Policy League led-the 
Cemmissioner to state very positively: 

‘“*T am the Police Commissioner, not Mr. 
Jerome, not Mr. Goddard, and not Mr. Any- 
body. I am glad to have the help of my 
friends, but as I have been appointed to 
jthis position and taken the oath to ad- 
lminister it to the best of my gbility I think 
that I must go ahead doing What my own 
judgment tells me is the best that I can do, 
and how I should do it and when I should 
\do —.

ALDERMAN DIETZ DISCHARGED. 


Magistrate Brann Considers Evidence 
of Aiding in Illegal Voting Insuffi- 
cient and Dangerous. 


Magistrate Brann yesterday dis« 
missed the complaint against Alderman 
John J. Dietz, who was charged by Super- 
Hntendent John McCullagh and some of his 
deputies with aiding and abetting in an 
illegal attempt to vote in violation of Sec- 
tion 41 of the Penal Code, in the Thirty- 
second Assembly District. James J. Fraw- 
ley, the Tammany leader there, was also 
arrested, but he was discharged some time 
ago. The arrests caused much excitement. 
jin his opinion, Magistrate Brann said, after 
explaining the general meaning of the sec- 
tion: 

““It compels the public prosecutor, a quasi 
public officer, to prove the crime charged 
bey ond a reasonable doubt. It goes even a 
step further, for it prescribes the kind of 
evidence necessary to warrant a conviction. 

“The only evidence in this case tending 
to connect the defendant with the crime 
jcharged is that of the accomplices, and 
they are all self-confessed criminals. Two 
of them were previously convicted of other 
crimes—one was sent to the Elmira Re- 
forr.atory and the other to the penitentiary. 
if the evidence of men of this character is 
jto be taken without strong corroboration, 
ithen no man is safe, and the liberty of 
even the best citizen is in peril. 

“It would be establishing a dangerous 
precedent to hold the defendant on the evi- 
dence produced before me in this case, for 
in my judgment no intelligent Grand Jury 
|}would indict on such evidence.”’ 

Resolutions have been adopted by the 
Tammany Hall General Committee and the 
Hebrew Democratic Club of the Thirty-sec- 
ond Assembly District, expressing full con- 
fidence in the honesty and integrity of 
Messrs. Dietz and Frawley, and the belief 
that their arrest was the result of a plot 
on the part of some persons who have kept 
themselves carefully in the background. 

Job E. Hedges, Deputy Attorney General, 
who has charge of the election cases, yes- 
lterday declined to discuss the dismissal of 
Dietz. He also refused to speak of Super- 
intendent McCullagh’s report, which tells 
of frauds at the late election. 


BIG STATION. 


Police 


FIRE DRILL IN 
Grand Central the Scene of Lively Pre- 
cautionary Measures Instituted by 
Chief Engineer Wilgus. 


Moved by the recent disastrous fires in 
buildings alleged to be fire-proof, Chief 
Engineer Wilgus of the New York Central 
jhas issued orders advising all the employes 
in his department, which is the fifth 
floor of the Grand Central Station, to 
familiarize themselves with the means pro- 
vided by the company for escaping from or 
‘fighting fire. 

Mr. Wilgus also had a little fire drill in- 
stituted yesterday afternoon. At various 
places on each floor of the station are pro- 
vided rolls of stout hose attached to a 
water pipe capable of carrying a stream of 
150 pounds pressure. Besides these there 
are provided fire alarms which if sounded 
ring a gong in the basement, informing the 
engineer and fireman of the location of the 
fire in the building. The engineer then 
‘turns off the water in the ordinary pipes 
and@ sends it through the stand pipe to the 
point where the fire is. 

At the test yesterday the employes on 
the fifth floor rushed from their offices to 
the line of hose, and within two minutes 
after the alarm had been sounded they had 
a heavy stream playing,on the roof of the 
train shed. Chief En eer Wilgus per- 
sorally supervised the Test, and declared 
himself well satisfied with ~~ rapidity 
with which the apparatus was Cleared fyr 
action.

Mr. Sage Buys Two Jenements. 

Russell Sage, at the New York Real Estate 
Salesroom, 111 Broadway,-yesterday bought 
{the two five-story tenements, 103 and 107 
East One Hundredth Street. These pfop- 
erties were sold by Auctioneer Peter F. 
Meyer as the result of foreclosure proceed- 
ings in which the German-American Real 
|Estate Title Guarantee Company was in- 
terested. This corporation recently con- 
veyed to Mr. Sage its equity in these par- 
cels, and by buying them in yesterday he 
acted a in protection of his own in- 
jterests. His was the only bid for either 
house, and he secured them for $17,600 
each, which figure just about covered the 
amount due on judgment with accrued in- 
terest.

Prosecution Rests After Recalling Prof. 
Witthaus and Examining More 
Bank Employes. 

The prosecution's case against Albert T. 
Patrick, charged with murdering million- 
aire William Marsh Rice, was rested by As- 
sistant District Attorney Osborne yesterday 
afternoon. 

Mr. Osborne occupied the day in further 
examination of bank tellers, all of whom 
pronounced the disputed signatures of Rice 
to be forgeries. Those who testified to this 
effect were Frederick Worth, Clarence 
Foote, David C. ‘Decker, Charles H. Dum- 
mer, Louis W. Hardy, and Peter A. Vin- 
cent. When Mr. Vincent's testimony was 
concluded Recorder Goff declared that the 
limit of this line of testimony had been 
reached, and declined to permit the prose- 
cution to ¢all any more bank officials. Dr. 
E. J. Donlin, former Coroner's physician, 
was then recalled. He declared embalming 
fluid would not, after death, enter. the 
lungs. 

Prof. R. A. Witthaus was agajn a wit- 
ness. He said he had found no mercury 
in the embalming fluids he had analyzed. 
The Recorder would not permit Mr. Os- 
borne to question him regarding his anal- 
ysis of the sample of the embalming fluid 
given him by Undertaker Plowright, and 
said to be the same as that with which 
Rice's body was embalmed. The court held 
that one link in the line of proof that it 
was the same was missing. This link, it 
said, was from the time the fluid left the 
manufacturer to the time it reached the 
undertaker 

Prof. Witthaus, however, despite the de- 
fense’s objection, was allowed to exhibit 
to the jury the mercury he had found in 
Rice’s body after a chemical analysis of 
his organs. The mercury, as shown in 
minute quantities, was in combination-with 
other elements in the form of calomel and 
metallic mercury, and was incased in test 
tubes, which were shown on photographs, 
and exhibited to the jury. In response to 
questions by Juror Abbott, Prof. Witthaus 
said that the amount of mercury found in 
the organs indicated that there was a 
larger amount in the body during life. 
The exact quantity, he said, was impossible 
to determine. A larger quantity would be 
found he said, if an autopsy were per- 
formed immediately after death than if 
performed several days later. Replying to 
Mr. Moore on cross-examination, he said 
that he found evidences of the presence of 
chloroform, but that he made no chemical 
analysis to detect its presence. He ad- 
mitted that one authority stated that mer- 
cury had been known to remain in the kid- 
neys for at least six months. 

W. O. Wetherbee was then recalled. Mr. 
Moore asked him if he said before Magis- 
trate Brann that Jones told him a Texas 
lawyer had approached him about making 
a new will for Rice. Wetherbee said he 
thought he had. Mr. Moore read his testi- 
mony taken at the time of the first hear- 
ing. The word “ Texas" did not appear. 
Mr. Osborne placed in evidence the general 
assignment of Rice’s property to Patrick, 
aileged to be forged, and then said: ‘* That 
closes the people's case.”’ 

Mr. Osborne, however, will call two more 
witnesses. One is now on the way from 

‘Texas, and the other is the cousin of Joseph 
May who, according to Mayer's testi- 
mony, said that the District Attorney had 
agreed to give Mrs. Mayer $500 if she got 
her son back to this country. The prosecu- 
tion expects to show that no such offer was 
made. The Recorder then struck from the 
record that portion of Jones's testimony in 
which he said he first told Mr. House that 
he was Rice’s murderer, before he talked 
with Mr- Osborne 

Mr. Moore, for the defense, asked that 
they be allowed until to-day to open their 
case, as Mr. House, who will open, was 
not feeling well. The Recorder granted the 
request. The defense expects to take three 
weeks in which to present its evidence. 


FLORENCE BURNS’S ALIBI. 


Evidence of Newly Found Restaurant 
Employes May Upset It—A Witness 
for the Accused Girl. 

Many witnesses in the Florence 
Burns, a prisoner in the Tombs, charged 
with the murder of Walter Brooks, were 
examined yesterday by Mr. Schurman and 
Mr. Krotel, assistant and deputy assistant 
of the District Attorney. Among the wit- 
nesses were the employes of a restaurant, 
who are ready to swear that they saw 
Brooks and the young woman dining in the 
place between 7 and 9 o'clock on the even- 
ing of the alleged murder. If their evi- 
dence is not disproved the alibi which Flor- 
ence Burns and her attorney rely on to 
clear her of the charge will be shattered. 
Mr. Schurman and Mr. Krotel yesterday 
refused to discuss the newly found evi- 
dence in any way. Evidence of the *em- 
ployes of three other restaurants has been 
investigated, and proved to be wholly value- 
less. In the case of the fourth restaurant 
the evidence is not contradictory, and the 
descriptions of the man and woman whom 
the employes saw tally closely with the ap- 
pearance of Brooks and the accused girl. 
When she was arrested, and while she 
was coming over the Brooklyn Bridge with 
the detectives Florence Burns told them 
that she left Brooks in his office soon 
after 6 o'clock, and that she reached her 

home in Flatbush at about 7:15. 

It was suggested to the District Attorney 
that he have the witnesses who appeared 
before his assistants yesterday attempt to 
identify Florence Burns in the Tombs. He 
refused to do this, stating that this might 
give a chance to her counsel to assert that 
the identification was false and misleading. 
Mr. Jerome said further that such a pro- 
ceeding would be, in fact, unwarranted and 
misleading. 

Several witnesses have been found who 
may clear the -girl, among them being 
George Young Kauffmann, a portrait paint- 
er, who says that Florence Burns visite 
him in his studio on Friday, Feb. 14. He 
made» some sketches of the girl, and her 
costume, he says, was not the one de- 
scribed by George Washington, the bellboy 
in the Glen Island Hotel, where Brooks 
died. She left the studio late in the after- 

100n and could have had little time to 
change her costume before meeting Brooks. 

The District Attorney’s office has not 
yet found any of the persons who were in 
the hotel at the time Florence Burns is 
alleged to have gone there with Brooks. 
Evidence has been brought to the atten- 
tion of the prosecuting officer and his as- 
sistants that three men and three women 
drank together in the hotel about an hour 
before the dying man was found, and that 
Brooks was one of them. Where they went 
has not been revealed, but there is hope 
that some of them will be found soon, as 
there are clues to their identity.

“EGG FUTURES ” FORBIDDEN. 


New Rule of Mercantile Exchange An- 
gers 125 of the Members. 


Hardly anything but the “‘ new egg rule’ 
has been talked about on thé Mercantile 
Exchange for the last week. The rule is a 
novelty and the members who oppose it say 
it is an insult to their intelligence and hon- 
esty. It forbids ‘‘futures”"’ in eggs, and 
never since the Exchange was established 
have such “ futures’ been considered any- 
thing but proper. 

The trouble arose early last week. The 
storms had caused the local prices of eggs 
to go up very high. They were selling on 
‘Change for 36 cents a dozen. Nine-tenths 
of the members thought the price would go 
still higher and there was a general at- 

! tempt to boom it. Suddenly, to the surprise 
of the bulls, a certain firm began to sell 
eggs to be delivered a week later at 
cents. There was great excitement on the 
floor. dn Jess than five minutes an offer 
for the same delivery at 24 cents was made. 


This created almost a panic. In another 
five minutes 23 cents was the figure and 
the buyers were plentiful. The day’s trans- 
actions caused the local quotation to fall 8 
cents, and the ones who had been boosting 
the figure were disconsolate. 
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IRONWORKERS’ AGREEMENT 


Tin Plate Company in Conference 
Accomplishes Its Purpose. 


Strike of 50,000 Averted—Plant to Re- 
main Open in Summer—Wage Scale 
Continued—Amalgamated Asso- 
ciation Satisfied. 


The conferences which have been going 
on for the last ten days between represent- 
atives of the American Tin Plate Company 
and a delegation of the Amalgamated Asso- 
ciation of Iron and Steel Workers, headed 
by President Theodore T. Shaffer, resulted 
in an agreement being reached yesterday. 
The conferences were held in the offices of 
the American Tin Plate Company, 24 State 
Street, and lasted until late last evening. 

Under the terms of the agreement, which 
was signed by the representatives of the 
company and the Amalgamated Associa- 
tion, the present scale of wages and hours 
will last until July 1, 1903, and the mills 
will keep open all Summer. The agreement 
will also avert a possible strike, involving 
50,000 persons, 

The representatives of the company de- 
clined to talk on the matter and referred 
reporters to President Shaffer of the Amal- 
gamated Association. Mr. Shaffer, when 
seen by a New YorK Times reporter later 
in the Stevens House, said: 

“The American Tin Plate Company, 
through W. B. Leeds, its First Vice Presi- 
dent; asked before the conferences that I 
appoint a committee to meet the repre- 
sentatives of the company. This request 
Was complied with. The purpose of the 
coumpany was to secure, if possible, the un- 
interrupted operation of its plant during 
the Summer months, when the annual scaie 
is formulated and means practically a con- 
tinvous scale. 

‘The committee was at first doubtful of 
its authority to enter into an agreement 
of this kind, regarding it as the prerogative 
only of the National Convention. Inas- 
much, however, as the scale rates offered 
by the American Tin Plate people are those 
of the present year and generally satis- 
factory to our members, and as a precedent 
ias been established in arranging a con- 
tinuous scale with the Republic Iron and 
Steel Company, the committee consented. 
The result is that there is now an agree- 
ment which will prevent the closing of 
the mills or plant of the American Tin 
Plate Company and.which will render a 
strike impossible.” 

Mr. Shaffer said that this was the first 
time in the history of negotiations of work- 
ing people with organized capital that such 
an arrangement had been made. He was 
asked how it would affect any future ques- 
tions in dispute. 

“ Pending future negotiations, the present 
scale of wages will continue,” he replied. 
“The matter of recognition of the non- 
union mills and some other minor matters 
will come up at our National convention, 
which takes place in Wheeling on April 1.” 


ARTISTS IN PHOTOGRAPHY. 


Talk on the Secession Movement at the 
Nationa! Arts Club. 

The exhibition of photographs at the Arts 
Club was illuminated last night by an in- 
formal talk from Alfred Stieglitz in the 
galleries of the club. The band of amateurs 
and professionals for whom he is the mouth- 
piece objects to exhibitions of photography 
which are composed of merely mechanical 
prints. They believe that the artistic sense 
and the individuality of a photographer can 
be shown in his pictures, although the cam- 
era, a machine, is used to perform the raw 
work upon which he then begins to exert 
his own talents. They have gathered them- 
selves into a loose organization called 
** Photo-Secession "’ in memory of the paint- 
ers of Munich and Berlin, who dub them- 
selves the ‘ Secession,"’ and they propose 
to declare war against the academical, by 
which is meant the inartistic photographer. 

The head and front of this movement is 
Alfred Stiegiitz of Manhattan, who is sec- 
onded by Joseph T. Keiley of Brooklyn and 
Mrs. Gertrude Kisebier. 

Other secessionists are F. Holland Day 
of Boston aml William B. Dyer of Chicago. 

One of the most impressionistic of the ex- 
hibitors is Eduard J. Steichen of Milwau- 
kee, a painter who has managed to lend to 
photography many of the effects which the 
open-air impressionists give to their pict- 
ures. The exhibition has 162 pieces, among 
which may be noted especially the Winter 
view taken in Fifth Avenue by Mr. Stieg- 
litz, two portraits of the sculptor Rodin, 
and a portrait of Franz von Lenbach by Mr. 
Steichen, and the ‘** Mother and Child,”’ by 
Mrs. Kiisebier. 

Despite the foul weather a fair sized and 
very critical audience assembled after din- 
ner in the galleries. The talk was illus- 
trated by the photographs hanging on the 
walls and also by others, not admitted to 
their company, which were shown by the 
speaker as “horrible examples.’”” Among 
the enthusiastic amateurs present was the 
Duke of Newcastle, a guest of the Man- 
aging Director of the club, and a small and 
interested contingent of the men and wo- 
men who rally at the Camera Club. The 
exhibition contains many very beautiful 
prints which surprise one by their fones, 
painter-like quality, and picturesqueness. 


PROBATE OF WILL REFUSED. 


Surrogate Declines to Admit Documents 
Executed by a Drunkard by Which 
Attorney Benefited. 


Surrogate Thomas yesterday refused pro- 
bate to the will of William A. Rintelen, who 
for some time prior to his death was a con- 
firmed drunkard. The decedent left the 
bulk of his estate of about $10,000 to Harry 
Overington, an attorney with whom his 
sister had intrusted a sum of money to be 
paid him in daily installments of about §$2. 
Surrogate Thomas decides that notwith- 
standing Rintelen’s condition he was com- 
petent to make the will in question, yet the 
surrounding circumstances called for an ex-

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PILLARS FOR HALL OF RECORDS 


First of the Thirty-two to be Used to be 
Placed This Week—Weigh 
44,000 Pounds. 

John Peirce, who has the contract for the 
stone work of the Hall of Records, at Cen- 
tre and Chambers Streets, will before the 
end of the week have in place one of the 
monster granite pillars which will form 
part of the facade of the structure. There 
will be thirty-two pillars, eight of twenty 
tons of 2,200 pounds each, eight of twen- 
ty-eight tons, eight of thirty-two tons, and 

eight of forty tons. 

The one to be placed is one of the smallest 
size. Its dimensions are thirty-six feet 
long, four feet wide, and two feet thick. 
It was quarried at the John Peirce’s works 
at Hallowell, Kennebec County, Me., and 
the quarry work for it alone took up three 
months. It was taken to Harlem on a spe- 
cial flat car, lightered to the Battery, and 
transported by ten horses on a truck to 
the west front of the Hall of Records. It 
was lifted from the truck into the alley by 
a boom steam derrick with a capacity of 100 
tons and laid on chocks. When it is hoist- 
ed to be put in place it will be on a balance 


sling. The operation has given no concern 
to the contractor. 

When the largest pillars are landed at the 
Battery the truck that will take them to 
the Hall of Records wil! be drawn by twen- 
ty horses. The cost of the thirty-two pil- 
lars will be about $170,000. The largest of 
them will be round and thirty-six feet long, 
with a diameter of four feet two inches. 


DIED WHILE AWAITING TRIAL.
